POE «+ » « Bae question, again from Bill Lipis, concerns possible changing of antenna 
characteristics, such as front/back ratio, directivity, or impedance because of metal guy 
wires or supporting mast. (Actually, I lost Bill's letter and ean't remember his exact 
fuestion, a problem caused by less than perfect filing system!) Bill mentioned, I believe, 
that some DXers favor nonmetallic supports.

A... . Antenna characteristics are, normally, figured in "free space". This means 
without influence from surfaces that could affect antenna characteristics or modify the 
Signal from a "test transmission," Metallic objects near the antenna can influence the 
vertical and horizontal patterns; the question is how much. 


Obviously, aluminum sided buildings, water towers, high tension lines, and even other TV 
masts can cause ghosts by delaying a portion of the received signal. This does not mean 
that antenna characteristics have changed. However, if located within a few fect of metal 
gutters, metal roof; or even a shingle roof with blanket insulation and accompaning 
aluminum vapor barrier below, antenna characteristics will change. Prudent placement of 
mast or mast height overcomes this problem. (If you want to delve into the problem a bit 
more, some antenna books use a rule of thumb such as mounting antenna one or two boom 
lengths above any surface beneath to insure correct pattern. Actually, this rule of 
thumb is rather vague. Wavelengths involved and antenna type (yagi, log-periodic, etc. ) 
are the parameters . : x eo ; . 7 “+ +, that must be 
cénsidered, but boom length seems’ to be the guide line used. ) 


But, you always have the mast itself, with guy wires close tomtenna, unless you use a 
non-guyed mast. And this must have a slight effect on impedance, or directivity, in 
both planes because the metal becomes a part of the receiving system. However, any 
attempt to eliminate this by nonmetallic hardware seems like a waste of time. The 
_/ possible inprovement is so little that I don't think it's worth the bother. . 


While on this subject, one thing has bothered me about the design of most UHF parabolic 
antennas. I'm referring to those where the vertical mast support lies between the dish 
and transmitter (Fineo, Channel Masters). This mast probably has nore effect on antenna 
pattern and impedance, but what can be dore? A nonmetallic mast would elininate this, but 
how about strength? One thing I know for sure: After hanging on with one hand while 
trying to balance and drop into the rotor one of those 7-foot dishes and mast in even a 
mild breeze, I would never consider anything less than the strongest support for these 
monsters. In fact, I've lowered by Finco 7-footer (on a sectioned telescoping mast) for 
the winter and doubled the guy wires because I just can't see myself going round and 


round again with the insurance company explaining how wind and ice caused the system to 
tumble down. 


FOLLOW UP 


Rod Iuoma notes that 300 ohn type traps for VHF in the UHF line (Technifcorner, Sep ti» 
1969) will attenuate at harmonics of the fundamental, therefore certain UHF channels would 
be attenuated also. This is, of course, correct. For example, a T-line trap for ch. 5 
video (77.25 mhz) would attenuate also at 540.7 mhz (ch 25) on the seventh harmonic, 

618 mhz (ch 38) on eighth harmonic, etc. So be alert for’ this. 


In fact, any time you connect a trap, booster, converter, etc. for a primary function, see 
what influence it har on all channels, For example, disconnecting a low band trap like 
the Channel Masters (which has a specified 5 db insertion loss) might provide just enough 


Signal increase to ID a weak high band station or low band station that doesn't need the 
trapping. : 


—~Rod notes that using a good quality splitter clears ‘up VEF hash for UF reception on his 
converter. The UHF output section is connected to UHF antenna, 309 ohm sesistor connected 
to VHF antenna output section, and 2-83 input portion to his converter. (All sections are 
for 300 ohn line.) Loss is only 1 db (about 12%), quite tolerable if a bad case of VHF 
hash is eliminated or reducted. But please, get detailed data on splitters before buying.

Don't accept "low loss, high isolation". Some research I've done recently into splitters 
for my combined H and V system indicated intolerably high losses (7 db) and poor isolation 
(only 6 db) in some models, even though claims were fantastic. 


VERRRY EEENTERESTING 


The. October, 1969, Consumer Reports contains a very interesting item indeed. After much 
prodding by happy Heath Solor TV builders and kit-building buffs who in general had 
always praised Heathkit products, CR finally tested a Heath Color TV. (CR hadn't’ tested 
Heath color sets before-because, they claimed, handling of pix tube and possible debugging 
could be dangerous. ) 


And, in two words . . NO? ACCEPTABLE. This supposedly should maké the faces of several 
members a bit red!! Or does it? 


Briefly summarizing CR’ findings: (1) Overall picture was worse than any large screen TV 
tested in last two years; (2) Picture was fuzzy, lacked sharpness, and was generally 
annoying to look at. (Two photos of a RETMA test chart were shown, one from a set with 
proper pix clarity and the other fron a Heath, with obvious fuzziness. ); (3) Color 
fidelity was outstanding and ease of adjusting normally difficult flesh colors was 
excellent. Minor gripes about no safety interlock, mislabeled part, and a defective 
part were voiced. 


Heath. bought’ two GR. 81 sets, the largest (23") and most expensive color kit at $539.95. 
Findings were identical for each. One set was returned to a Heath Service Center with 
complaint of poor color and BW picture. Set returned unchanged. OR replaced all circugy 
Doards,checked and retumzd all key circuits three times; no improvenent. CR's final 
comment was "kits! poor picture quality nakes them not worth discussion". 


Indeed, there's a lesson here someplace, but darned if I know what it is! (CR voiced a 
lesson that you should never buy on the basis of brand only; for CR had high praise for 
the Heath AR15, actually far and away the hest ever, end also for the individual audio 
and FM tuner kits that comprise the AR15, which were reviewed in Sept. ) 


I'm quite puzzled as I've seen Heath color sets at friends homes and can say honestly that 
I did not notice a fuzzy picture. I have shown this article to several friends who 
built Heath sets (all electrical engineers), and they are puzzled also, since they all 
claim their Heath sets are superior in all respects when conpared with other color sets 
they have viewed (never side-by-side). There are, of course, only two possible answers: 
(1) CR's findings are correct and do apply to all Heath color sets. The incorrect eval- 
uation pointing to Heath's superiority by owners. then must be attributed to pride, or just 
being fooled. Maybe owners (and myself included) have been fooled by excellent color 
purety as CR suggests; possibly comparisions always were against a non+Heath color TV that 
wasn't correctly aligned. ; 
While this seens incredible, imagination can be most interesting. I've heard Dxers brag 
that WHAT-TV was "boubing" in, but a look at their photos of it indicates that WHAT 
ponbed out! ‘. : 


Curiously, I have been in H'ith's Milwaukee Service Center/Display room often, and have 
wondered why they allow such a lousy picture on their demo nodels. Fuzziness, poor 
resolution, etc. always have been apparent on all sets (chassis are essentially identical 
except for recent AFT), but poor antenna or distribution systen was suspected. I even 
commented to the salesman .that they were missing the boat by allowing such a poor pix 
when I knew(?) they could do better. é 


(2) Of course, there might have been bugs only in the two models CR tested, but this 


seems incredible. It will be interesting to see if Heath has a comment. We'll have to 
Wait and see. ck 3 : ‘
